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DETAILED ACTION 

Status of the Claims 

1. Claims 1, 2, and 14-22 have been amended and Claims 23 and 24 have been 
added by the Applicant in correspondence filed on 10/19/2009. Claims 1-3 and 10-24 are 
currently pending. 

RESPONSE TO ARGUMENTS 

2. Claims 2 and 3 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, because the 
specification was not enabled for the prophylaxis of impairments of perception, 
concentration, cognitive processes, learning and/or memory. Applicants have clarified 
that the scope of Claims 2 and 3 do not encompass prevention via amendment to Claim 2 
and arguments in reply (pg 6) filed on 10/19/2009. Therefore, the rejection of Claims 2 
and 3 under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, is withdrawn . 

3. Claims 1-3 and 10-22 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, for not 
being enabled for a solvate of formulae (I) or (II), or methods of using formulae (I) or 
(II). This rejection is moot in light of Applicants' amendment to Claims 1 and 14-22. 

4. Applicants have overcome all standing rejections over Claims 1-3 and 10-22. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicants 
have overcome all standing rejections over Claims 1-3 and 10-22. Newly added Claim 
23 is drawn to a method of producing a medicament of formulae (I) and (II). Newly 
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added Claim 24 is drawn to a pharmaceutical composition of formulae (I) or (II). These 
claims have support in the instant specification and are within the scope of the Claims 1-3 
and 10-22. 

6. The closest prior art is Schmidt, et al. (US Patent no. 3,165,520, issued 1965), 
which discloses pyrazolo-pyramidine compounds similar formula (II). See Example 1 
(col 5). Example 1 of Schmidt, et al., contains a 6-benzyl group whereas instantly 
claimed formula (II) contains a 6-cyclohexylmethyl group. The prior art provides no 
motivation to exchange the 6-benzyl group of Schmidt, et al., for a 6-cyclohexylmethyl 
group of formula (II). Therefore, the prior art does not anticipate or render obvious the 
instant invention.
